Woolwich, which, as the seat of Eng. | 
=: a great arsenal, barracks and Royal | 
Military Academy, is one of the most in 
teresting places in the world, was origin 
ally a8 prominect ina naval as it now is 
in @ military sense. It was the seat of 
the first royal dockyard jn Eng!and, and 
as early as 1512 men-of-war were con 
structed there. The ‘‘ Harry Grace de 
Dien” was built there in the third year 
ot Henry VIL, and from this dockyard 
were launched most of the ships cele 
brated in the victories of Drake and 
Cavendish, and in Hawkins and Fro 
bisher. With advances in science this 
yard kept steady pace, being one of the 
largest and most complete in existence, j 
but it could not keep pace with the de 
mands of modern armor-clad ship build 
ing. It wasimpossible to launch these 
marine monsters in so crowded and shal. 
low a river without great risk and incon 
venience, andin 1869 it was disestab- 
lished and the yard, except a small por 
tion, which was sold, transferred to the 
War Departinent of the government, by 
which it is used principaliy for storaye 
purposes, the old buildings being utilized 
for that purpose.
